Every item in this catalog has a number, 
for your convenience-in ordering.

is known by two different common names in 
different parts of the country. Sometimes, if 
not written too carefully, names look alike— 
like Apples and Asters. But if you order by 
number there is little chance of error. 


Now we don’t want to be fussy about this. 
Order any way you like and we'll be happy to 
hear from you. 


WHY WE DON’T SHIP C.0.D. 


We don’t make C.O.D. shipments of nurs- 
ery stock, and you should not buy nursery on 
a C.O.D. basis, for two simple reasons: 


1. It adds to the cost, which you pay. 


2. It often delays shipment of the nurs- 
ery stock, and nursery stock should 
not be delayed in transit. It should 
reach you as fast as possible so it 
will be fresh and vigorous. 


Maybe you don’t want to put your money 
down until you see what you are getting. 
Can’t say that we blame you for that, but we 
ask that you read our guarantee. If you don’t 
like what you get, for any reason or no rea- 
son, just return it at once at our expense and 
we'll replace the stock or return your money 
at once—your choice and no arguments. We 
have been in business under the same name 
and at the same place for 70 years.

HOW WE SHIP 


Wherever we can, we ship nursery stock 
parcel post. That brings the stock to you fast, 
and right to your door. There is an exception 
to this policy: 

Some items, such as shade trees and large 
fruit trees, are shipped Express Charges Not 
Prepaid as they are too large to go parcel post. 
When this is necessary, the fact is so noted 
along with the price for that item. If you 
order express items, please be sure to give 
us the name of your nearest express station. 
In some cases, we put together in one pack- 

age some items that we sell prepaid, and some 
we sell Express Not Prepaid, to save extra 
packaging. In that case, you have to pay a 
little more express charges. That isn’t fair to 
you, so we more than make up for it by add- 
ing some nursery stock free of charge. You 
may be sure that we see to it that you profit 
by this deal. 

We often make several shipments of one 
order, That is more expensive for us but 
better for you. Some things should be packed 
separately for obvious reasons—for instance, 
we wouldn’t wrap an African Violet with a 
shade tree. All house plants are shipped 
separately. And we try to ship everything at 
the proper planting time in your area. That 
means some things go out to you ahead of 
others. 


IF YOU LIVE OUTSIDE THIS 
AREA ADD 10% TO PRICE 


On anything, we ship pafcel post, we prepay the 


charges up to and including Zone 4, which is 
roughly within 600 miles of Shenandoah, Iowa. 
However, if you live beyond that area, will you 
please add 10% to the regular price to help pay the 
parcel post charges? If we didn’t follow this policy, 
we would have to increase all our prices, or stop 
prepaying anything, and we don’t want to do that. 
Of course, all express is shipped not prepaid, re- 
gardless of distance. Which way we ship is noted — 
with the price of the items. Thanks for your co- 
operation.

FRIENDLY PANSIES The Charming Bleeding Heart 
B2299—To us, Pansies, with their cute smil- 
ing faces, always seem like the friendly little 
children of the flower world. It is a fact 
that they are beloved by all gardeners, and 
they usually are the first choice of young- 
sters. If you want to encourage a child to 
grow flowers, start him with pansies. 


Bleeding Hearts are splendid used in the 
perennial border, in front of evergreens or 
shrubs, or at the foundation with other 
partial shade-loving flowers. They will do 
well in a sunny spot but feel more at home 
in partial shade. They make an excellent 
companion plant for tulips, and a combi- 
nation that has been popular for many 
years is Bluebells and Bleeding Heart. They 


harmonize well and will come up together for 
years. Bleeding Heart also is recommended for 
banks and walls facing north to east. 


B2009—FERN LEAVED BLEEDING HEART. Makes a 
mound of filmy, fern-like foliage 12 to 15 inches 
high, thickly set all summer long with clusters of tiny 
pink hearts.

A good windbreak not only will protect the feed lots and the 
home from winter winds, but will cut the fuel bill. And, once 
established, it practically takes care of itself. 

The average windbreak is designed to protect from north and 
west winds, but the location depends upon the direction of pre- 
vailing winds, and the buildings, orchards, or crops to be pro- 
tected.

- How to Plant Evergreens 

Your -tree arrives with the 
roots packed in moss; keep it 
that way until the hole is dug. 
Do not expose the roots to air 
any more than you have to. If 
they look dry, soak them in 
water a few minutes before 
planting. Be sure to keep any 
evergreen at least 3 feet from 
the house foundation and 4 or 
5 feet is better if you can pos- 
sibly do it. Water well in dry 
spells, both summer and winter.
